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Annual  R.eport  for  1914* 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentdemen, 

In  presenting  my  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Report  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  oi  the  Local  Government  Board,  I 
regret  the  delay,  due  partly  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties  and 
partly  to  the  change  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

A.  Naturae  and  Sociae  Conditions  of  the  District. 

(1)  The  physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  district 
remain  the  same,  viz.  : — Moderate  elevation  (50  to  500  feet  above 
sea  level ; undulating,  and  with  a considerable  extent  of  wood- 
land; chiefly  agricultural,  especially  in  the  older  parts;  soil, 
chalk  to  a large  extent,  and  clay — or  sand  and  giavel  over  clay — 
in  the  rest. 

(2)  populatio7t  2it  the  Census  of  1911  was  4,393,  and  I 
estimate  it  at  4,500  at  the  middle  of  1914. 

(3)  Social  conditions^  includhig  the  chief  occupatio7is  of  the 
hihabitants.  I still  find  extreme  poverty  rare.  The  chief  occu- 
pations are  the  usual  ones  of  a Rural  District,  in  addition  to 
work  in  the  London  and  South-Western  Railway  Works  at 
Eastleigh.  I know  of  none  specially  injurious  to  health. 

The  ratio  oj persons  relieved  hy  the  Poor  Law  per  1000  of  the 
population  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1914,  is  5 6 in-door 
and  9'3  out-door  ; total,  14*9.  (For  the  previous  year  the  figures 
were: — 6*1  in-door  and  7*0  out-door;  total,  13*1).  For  these 
figures  I am  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  J.  W.  Thompson,  Esq., 
Local  Government  Board  Inspector. 

General  Hospital  treatment  is  most  readily  available  both  at 
Winchester  and  Southampton,  and  is  of  great  assistance,  and 
largely  made  use  of  in  the  absence  of  facilities  for  major  surgery 
and  skilled  nursing  at  home  in  the  case  of  the  less  well-to-do 
classes. 

B.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply.  Hursley  village  and  F'arley  Chamberlayne 
have  a continuous,  sufficient,  and  wholesome  supply  from  the 
Hursley  Estate.  This  is  pumped  from  a deep  well  or  wells  in 
the  chalk. 
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Most  of  Chandlersford,  Otterbourne  (including  Allbrook), 
and  part  of  Baddesley  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  South 
Hants  Waterworks  Company,  the  supply  being  continuous, 
sufficient,  and  wholesome. 

The  rest  of  the  district,  including  the  whole  of  Ampfield,  is 
dependent  on  wells,  mostly  shallow,  and  consequently  open  to 
pollution. 

A public  supply  for  the  parish  of  Ampfield  is  very  desirable, 
and  would  be  a great  boon. 


No  Water  Certificates  have  been  given  so  far  as  I am  aware. 


Number  of  new  water  supplies  laid  07i  durhig  the  year.  A new 
water  supply  was  laid  on  in  twenty  instances,  viz. ; — Nine  in 
Hursley,  three  in  Ampfield  (both  from  the  Hursley  Estate),  four 
in  Chandlersford,  and  four  in  Otterbourne  (from  the  South  Hants 
Water  Company’s  mains). 

Two  samples  of  drinking-water  were  examined  at  the  Castle 
and  found  unfit  for  domestic  use  (one  on  bacteriological  exami- 
nation as  well  as  chemical).

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Rivers  and  Streams.  Some  pollution  of  the  stream  at 
Chandler’s  Ford  still  goes  on ; also  at  Allbrook.  During  the 
year  a nuisance  arose  at  the  latter  place,  owing  to  the  ditch  at 
the  bottom  of  the  village,  and  that  at  the  back  of  the  cottages 
(before  it  runs  into  the  stream),  having  become  overgrown  with 
grass,  weeds,  &c.,  and  when  these  were  trimmed  a great  improve- 
ment was  effected,  although  the  half-channel  pipes  require 
re-laying,  and  a close  fence  round  the  opening  of  the  culvert 
which  runs  under  the  road  would  be  an  advantage  in  my 
opinion. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  Sewerage  of  Chandler’s  Ford 
— which  the  Local  Government  Board  has  decided  to  be 
necessary — is  now  awaiting  the  issue  of  the  Provisional  Order 
for  acquiring  a portion  of  the  land  for  the  Disposal  Works. 

Sewerage  of  other  parts  of  the  district  has  not  been  shown  to 
be  necessary. 

The  Drainage  op  New  Buildings  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  Bye-Laws,  and  the  drains  are  tested  with  smoke  from  a 
smoke  machine. 
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Bye-Laws  for  the  drainage  of  existing  buildings  are  very 
desirable  and  necessary,  as.  in  their  absence,  the  only  means  of 
dealing  with  defects  in  them  is  under  the  Nuisance  section  of  the 
Public  Health  Act. 

Inspections  of  House  Drains.  According  to  the  Inspector’s 
table  there  were  thirty-four  inspections  of  house  drains.  Defects 
were  found  in  twenty-one  instances,  and  were  remedied  in 
twenty,  one  remaining  unabated.

Scavengmg,  There  is  no  public  scavenging.  Such  house- 
refuse  as  is  suitable  is  generally  dealt  with  on  the  garden  or 
allotment,  and  this  applies  to  the  contents  of  pail  closets ; non- 
absorbable articles  are  generally  deposited  in  the  rubbish-heap  of 
the  particular  village. 

Ash-bins  are  only  used  by  the  better-class  houses. 

Cesspools  are  usually  pumped  on  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  or  on  to  some  abvSorbent,  and  some  regulation  of  the 
hours  at  which  this  may  be  done  is  very  desirable. 

Sa7iiiary  Inspectioyis  oj  District,.  Numerous  inspections  have 
again  been  made  (vide  the  Inspector’s  Table  V.  appended), 
covering  a great  variety  of  conditions.  The  fact  that  about  one- 
third  of  the  defects  found  remained  unabated  shows  that  there  is 
still  room  for  greater  attention  to  the  sanitation  of  individual 
premises. 

The  increased  cost  of  nearly  everything  and  the  shortage  of 
labour — owing  to  the  war — have  undoubtedly  interfered  with  the 
carrying  out  of  sanitary  improvements. 

Premises  ajid  Occupatio7is  that  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-Laws  or 
Regulations.  There  are  no  common  lodging-houses,  no  cellar 
dwellings,  and  no  offensive  trades. 

It  would  be  an  advantage  to  have  Bye-Taws  as  to  houses  let 
in  lodgings,  but  their  number  must  be  small. 

Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  has  been 
generally  satisfactory,  and  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  Notiji- 
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able  Infectious  Disease  in  connection  with  them  during  the  year, 
nor  have  any  of  them  been  closed  during  the  year  on  account  of 
infectious  disease  ; this  is  surely  a record. 

Ampfield  (Mixed)  School  is  the  only  one  in  the  district  that 
has  not  a supply  of  water  laid  on  ; the  others  are  supplied  either 
from  the  Hursley  Estate  (Hursley  and  Farley)  or  from  the  South 
Hants  Water  Company’s  mains  (Baddesley,  Chandler’s  Ford — 
Mixed  and  Infants— Otterbourne~Boys  and  Girls— and 
Allbrook). 

Food.  (a).  Milk  Svpply.  There  is  still  room  for  improve- 
ment in  the  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced,  such  as 
greater  cleanliness  of  the  cows’  udders  and  flanks,  and  milkers’ 
clothes ; greater  cleanliness  of  cowsheds  and  yards  ; the  use  of 
felt  or  similar  ceiling  in  the  case  of  the  former,  &c. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  tuberculous  milk. 

No  notice  of  Tuberculosis  in  any  cow  received. 

(b) .  Other  Foods.  No  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to 
other  foods.  No  inspection  of  such  foods,  or  of  premises  where 
foods  are  prepared,  stored,  or  exposed  for  sale,  is  carried  out. 

The  Bakehouses  have  been  inspected  and  found  clean. 

There  are  two  factory  bakeshops  (power  being  used),  one  in 
Hursley  and  one  in  Allbrook  (Otterbourne  Parish),  and  three 
other  bakehouses — one  in  Hursley,  one  iu  Ampfleld,  and  one  in 
Otterbourne. 

There  has  been  no  Inspection  of  Meat.,  and  no  case  of  disease 
in  meat  so  far  as  known. 

The  two  Slaughter  Houses  were  inspected  and  found  satis- 
factory. 

No  action  taken  under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875. 

No  carcases  or  parts  of  carcases  condemned  for  Tuberculosis. 

(c) .  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  No  local  action  was 
taken  under  this  head,  but  samples  are  from  time  to  time 
taken  by  the  County  Council  Inspectors,  and  proceedings  taken 
when  necessary. 


Housing. 
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General  Character  of  Defects.  Want  of  repair  and  re-decorat- 
ing; dampness;  defective  drainage. 

Although  the  number  of  premises  actually  inspected  is  about 
the  same  as  in  1913,  when  it  was  106,  this  is  partly  due  to  the 
change  of  Inspector,  96  of  the  107  houses  having  been  inspected 
up  to  the  end  of  September,  none  in  October  and  November,  and 
the  remaining  1 1 in  December.  At  the  present  rate  of  progress 
it  will  be  impossible  to  keep  the  promise  made  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  that  the  inspection  of  the  district  would  be 
completed  b}^  the  end  of  1915,  and  unless  considerably  speeded 
up,  an  additional  officer  will  probably  be  required,  as  the  work 
on  the  roads  appears  to  leave  insufficient  time  for  housing 
inspections  and  other  sanitary  matters.  There  would  be  many 
advantages  in  having  an  additional  Woman  Sanitary  Inspector, 
especially  if  she  were  a trained  nurse,  and  much  improvement 
might  be  effected  in  the  homes  of  the  poor. 

During  the  past  four  3^ears,  since  the  issue  of  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  District)  Regulations,  1910,  and  the  General  Order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  December,  1910,  as  the  result 
of  which  you  decided  on  a re-organisation  of  the  sanitary  admin- 
istration, more  sanitary  work  has  been  accomplished,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  loyal  and  close  co-operation  of  the  M O.H.  and 
Inspector  of  Nuisances,  than  in  any  previous  ten  years.  I am 
hoping  that  this  co-operation  will  continue  in  the  case  of  the 
new  Inspector. 

No  houses  were  reported  unfit  for  habitation. 

Although  more  working-class  dwellings  would  be  desirable 
as  affording  some  choice  of  residence  I do  not  think  there  is 
sufficient  lack  of  housing  accommodation  to  call  for  special 
measures  at  the  present  time. 

One  case  of  relative  overcrowding,  i.e,  overcrowding  in  one 
room,  was  met  with  and  abated.  In  another  alleged  case 
no  overcrowding  was  found  to  exist.  Tliis  absence  of  over- 
crowding, taken  along  with  the  diminished  number  of  persons 
per  house  at  the  last  Census,  4*38,  as  compared  with  4*7  at  the 
Census  of  1901,  seems  to  me  to  confirm  the  statement  made  in 
the  previous  paragraph. 

Although  three  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year, 
these  were  detached  and  of  the  villa  class,  consequently  no  houses 
for  the  working  classes  C3.n  be  said  to  have  been  erected  during 
the  year. 

Three  working-class  cottages  at  Hursley  and  two  at  Farley 
Chamberla3Uie  were  newly  occupied  during  the  year,  having 
been  noted  as  in  course  of  erection  during  the  year  1913.  About 
25  houses  were  repaired  on  the  Hursley  Estate  (without  in- 
spection). 

The  amended  Bye-Laws  provide  adequate  supervision  over 
the  erection  of  new  houses,  except  as  regards  selection  of  site,  over 
which  more  control  seems  desirable.  The  adoption  of  simplified 
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Rural  Bye-Raws  in  the  typically  rural  parts  of  the  district  is  an 
advantage. 

Workshops  and  Work-places.  The  chief  are  the  bakehouses,  of 
which  there  are  five,  two  being  factory  bakehouses.  These  have 
been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  found  clean.  They  have 
to  be  limewashed  twice  a year  (or  else  painted  once  in  seven 
years). 


C.  Sanitary  AdminIvSTration  of  the  District. 

1.  Staff. — The  only  change  is  that  the  Inspector  and  Surveyor, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Phillips,  left  at  the  end  of  September  to  take  up 
another  appointment,  and  Mr.  A.  H.  Brain  has  succeeded  him. 
I have  already  referred  under  “ Housing  ” to  the  advantages  that 
would  accrue  from  the  appointment  of  a lady  as  additional  sani- 
tary inspector.  She  would,  no  doubt,  be  able  to  carry  out  in  this 
district  the  duties  discharged  by  one  of  the  County  Tu^^berculosis 
Nurses,  and  probably  a contribution  towards  her  salary  would 
be  obtained  from  the  County  Council. 

A lad  writes  letters  and  assists  the  Surveyor. 

The  increasing  accumulation  of  sanitary  documents.  Local 
Government  Board  Orders,  &c.,  in  the  M.O.H.’s  charge, 
calls  for  more  storage  accommodation  at  the  office  at  the  board 
room. 

I may  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Phillips  for  the 
loyal  assistance  he  gave  me  during  the  past  four  years. 

2.  Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases. — As  the  pro- 
vision of  a small  temporary  infectious  hospital  on  the  Workhouse 
grounds  has  failed  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  I recommend  the  Council  to  endeavour  to  make 
arrangements  with  the  only  neighbouring  district  that  has  ever 
offered  to  admit  cases  on  reasonable  terms,  viz.,  Southampton 
borough. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  was  admitted  to  the 
infectious  hospital  of  that  borough  as  a favour,  payment  being 
guaranteed  privately  ; the  patient  quickly  recovered.  One  case 
of  enteric  was  admitted  to  Winchester  hospital  and  recovered. 

3.  Administration  of  local  or  general  Adoptive  Acts. — There  are 
no  local  Acts.  The  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  is 
in  force. 

4.  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — I have  reports  of  50 
throat  swabs  sent  to  the  county  laboratory.  Of  these  38  were 
returned  as  negative,  and  12  as  positive;  some  of  the  latter  re- 
ferred to  a case  of  diphtheria  with  persistent  infection  notified 
the  previous  year.  In  two  cases  returned  as  positive  the  clinical 
signs  were  not  those  of  diphtheria. 

Five  throat  swabs  were  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Associa- 
tion, Ltd  , of  which  three  were  negative  and  two  positive. 


In  the  case  of  persistent  diphtheria  infection  (for  nearly  five 
months),  a virulence  test  can ied  out  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association,  Rtd.,  showed  that  the  organism  had  become  harm- 
less (to  the  guinea-pig,  and  therefore  presumably  to  human 
beings),  and  the  patient  was  released  from  her  long  endured 
isolation. 

Twelve  specimens  of  sputum  were  examined  bacteriologically, 
of  which  three  were  positive  and  nine  negative. 

Two  samples  of  blood  were  examined  for  the  widal  reaction 
(enteric  fever) ; one  was  positive  and  one  negative. 

Two  samples  of  drinking  water  from  wells  were  examined  at 
the  county  laboratory ; one  of  these  was  pronounced  unfit  for 
use  ; in  the  case  of  the  other  a bacteriological  examination  was 
carried  out,  in  addition  to  the  chemical  one  (the  result  of  which 
was  undecided),  which  showed  this  water  also  to  be  unfit  for  use. 

During  the  year  you  authorised  the  free  provision  of  Tetanus 
Antitoxin  as  a prophylactic  in  suitable  cases. 

D.  Prevai^knce:  op,  and  Contod  ovpr,  Acutp  Infectious 

Diseases. 

The  number  of  notifications  under  the  Act  of  1889  was  six — 
three  being  scarlet  fever,  one  enteric,  and  two  erysipelas.  One 
case  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  at  Chandler’s  Ford  at  the  end  of 
July,  the  lad  having  attended  school  at  Eastleigh,  where  there 
were  believed  to  be  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  he  recovered.  The 
next  case  was  that  of  a Belgian  refugee,  aged  13,  at  Chandler’s 
Ford,  in  October,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  there  had  been  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  at  the  Alexandra  Palace,  Eondon,  where  the 
refugees  had  been  ; this  lad  was  admitted  to  the  Southampton 
infectious  hospital  and  paid  for  privately.  The  third  case  was  at 
Otterbourne  later  in  October,  and  was  at  first  doubtful.  I was 
asked  by  the  doctor  in  attendance  to  see  this  case,  and  advised 
that  it  should  be  notified ; the  after  progress  of  the  case 
justified  this  proceeding  ; this  case  also  recovered.  A 
fourth  case  in  Otterbourne  was  notified  a week  later, 
but  the  notification  was  afterwards  withdrawn.  The  case 
of  enteric  was  that  of  a young  woman  who  had  come 
to  Chandler’s  Ford  from  Eeicester,  to  “pick  up”  after  some 
illness  of  a doubtful  nature.  She  was  seen  by  my  colleague, 
whose  suspicions  were  aroused  by  the  persistence  of  delirium. 
We  saw  her  together,  and  sent  a sample  of  her  blood  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  examination  for  the  widal  reaction,  which 
was  positive.  She  was  admitted  to  Winchester  Hospital  and 
recovered.  In  this,  and  in  each  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the  room 
was  fumigated  with  the  vapour  of  formalin  after  recovery  or  the 
removal  of  the  patient.  One  slight  case  of  ei3^sipelas  of  the  foot 
occurred  in  Hursley,  and  one  of  the  face  in  the  Union  house. 

Of  non-notifiable  infectious  cases,  influenza  was  prevalent 
from  the  beginning  of  March  to  the  end  of  April.  There  were 
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some  cases  of  chicken  pox  in  July,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to 
close  any  of  the  schools.  School  intimations  of  disease  are 
always  investigated  by  me. 

E.  Prevalence  and  Control  over  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  six  cases  of  pulmonary  (including  one  of  laryngeal) 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  3^ear,  four  were  males  and  two 
females.  All  the  males  are  still  alive,  but  both  the  females  are 
dead.  Five  of  the  six  cases  occurred  in  the  age  period  from  25 
to  45,  the  other  being  in  the  age  period  from  5 to  15  years. 
Three  of  the  four  males  were  insured,  and  were  sent  to  sanatoria 
under  the  County  Insurance  Scheme — in  at  least  two  cases  with 
considerable  benefit.  The  fourth  male — belonging  to  the  Waifs 
and  Strays— was  admitted  to  a Home  at  Ventnor,  and  greatly 
improved. 

Of  the  non-pulmonary  cases  one  was  a child  aged  one  year 
who  died  of  tubercular  moningitis,  and  had  not  been  notified 
during  life,  and  one  was  a male,  aged  43,  with  bone  disease— for 
which  amputation  was  performed  at  the  hip. 

Every  case  is  visited  by  me  on  receipt  of  the  notification,  and 
literature,  and  — where  necessary  — disinfectants  supplied. 
Inquiries  are  also  made  as  to  the  possible  origin,  as  to  the 
precautions  taken  to  prevent  infection  of  others,  and  directions 
given  when  necessary,  and  inquiries  made  as  to  the  state  of 
health  of  other  members  of  the  family  or  household. 

From  time  to  time  the  County  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer 
visits  all  the  cases  under  the  care  of  myself  or  colleague,  as  well 
as  suspected  or  suspicious  cases,  and  I hope  to  be  able  to  extend 
this  to  include  the  cases  of  other  doctors  who  wish  their  cases  in 
this  district  visited  by  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer.  The 
Tuberculosis  and  School  Nurses  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

On  the  death  or  removal  of  a case  of  pulmonar}^  tuberculosis 
disinfection  of  the  room  previously  occupied  is  carried  out. 

F.  Investigation  of  Other  Diseases. 

Although  there  were  77  births  during  the  year,  as  Public 
Vaccinator  I only  vaccinated  35  infants  under  one  year.  The 
number  of  exemptions,  owing  to  so-called  conscientious 
objections,  was  twenty-seven. 

G.  Means  for  Preventing  Mortality  in  Childbirth 

AND  in  Infancy. 

The  County  Council  is  the  local  authority  under  the  Mid- 
wives Act. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  put  in  force  by  the 
County  Council  for  the  whole  of  the  administrative  county. 

There  were  six  deaths  of  infants  under  one  3"ear  old,  the 
infantile  mortality  (rate  per  1000  births)  being  77-92  (in  1913  it 
was  58-82  with  the  same  number  of  infantile  deaths). 


There  were  only  two  cases  of  ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  both 
of  which  recovered  under  treatment.  As  a rule  the  closed 
eyelids  of  new-born  infants  are  swabbed  separately  with  a 
solution  of  boric  acid. 

H.  ViTAi,  Statistics. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  fifty, 
seven  of  these  not  belonging  to  the  district.  Twelve  deaths 
which  occurred  outside  the  district  were  transferred  to  it  by  the 
Registrar-General,  so  that  the  nett  deaths  are  fifty-five — twenty- 
tour  males  and  thirty-one  females.  Six  of  these  were  under  one 
year,  and  twenty-six  were  sixty-five  3^ears  old  or  over  (the  united 
ages  of  these  latter  amounting  to  2003,  or  an  average  of  77  03 
years)  ; thus  nearly  half  of  those  who  died  were  sixty-five  or  over. 
Estimating  the  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  as  4,500,  the 
uncorrected  death-rate  is  lldl  ; nett  death-rate  12-22  per  1000  of 
the  population  (in  1913,  12-88  and  14-8  respectively). 

The  distribution  of  the  deaths  among  the  different  parishes 
is  as  follows  .-—Hursley,  8;  Ampfield,  2;  Baddesley,  4; 
Chandler’s  Ford,  18;  Olterbourne,  21;  and  Farley,  2.  Six 
deaths  occurred  in  the  Union  Workhouse,  and  have  been 
reckoned  under  the  parishes  to  which  they  belonged. 

Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  Eastleigh  Isolation  Hospital. 

Amongst  the  principal  causes  of  death  are  : — Influenza,  I ; 
Phthisis,  2 ; Tubercular  Meningitis,  1 ; other  Tuberculous 
Diseases,  1 ; Cancer,  7 ; Heart  Disease,  4 ; Bronchitis,  5 ; Pneu- 
monia, 1 ; and  Diarrhoea,  1. 

Of  the  two  fatal  cases  of  Phthisis,  both  females,  one  aged  32 
was  in  Chandler’s  Ford,  and  one  aged  29  in  Otterbourne. 

Of  the  Cancer  cases  one  (bowel),  aged  55,  belonged  to 
Hursley;  1 (pancreas),  aged  59,  to  Ampfield ; 1 (of  the  breast), 
aged  75;  1 (liver)  aged  59,  and  1 (tongue),  aged  40,  to  Chandler’s 
Ford ; 1 (gullet),  aged  84,  and  1 (bowel)  aged  64  to  Otterbourne. 
Three  were  males  and  four  females. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Romsey  in  the  case  of  a boy  belong- 
ing to  Farley,  who  was  run  over  by  a horse  and  cart  he  was 
driving. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

There  were  seventy-seven  registered  Births— thirty-nine 
males  and  thirty-eight  females.  This  gives  a birth-rate  of  17-11 
per  thousand  population.  Fourteen  births  were  in  Hursley.  five 
in  Ampfield,  five  in  Baddesley,  thirty-seven  in  Chandler’s  Ford, 
thirteen  in  Otterbourne,  and  three  in  Farley.  (In  1913  there 
were  102  nett  births,  rate  22  66). 

Local  Gover7ime7it  Board  Inquiries.  In  January  an  Inquiry 
was  held  by  one  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Board  in  connection 
with  the  application  of  the  Council  for  sanction  to  borrow  £10,000 
for  purposes  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  for  the  parish  of 
Chandler’s  Ford. 
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Co-operation  behveen  Civil  and  Military  Authorities  in  Sanitary 
matters.  I have  endeavoured  to  carry  out  the  recommendationvS 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  have  kept  in  touch  with  the 
Military  Medical  Authorities.  On  October  1st  I visited  the 
Hursley  Park  Military  Camp,  along  with  Dr.  F.  St.  G.  Mivart,  of 
the  Board,  and  inquired  into  the  sanitary  arrangements.  I also 
accompanied  him  to  Baddesley  Common,  where  a temporary 
Military  Camp  had  just  been  abandoned.  Dr.  Mivart  paid  a 
further  visit  to  a detached  portion  of  the  Hursley  Camp  a few 
days  afterwards. 

There  was  a remarkable  absence  of  deaths  amongst  the  men 
(about  20,000)  of  the  Eighth  Division  while  in  camp  here,  only 
one  death  having  actually  occurred  in  camp,  and  that  from 
sudden  heart  failure.  This  speaks  well  for  the  arrangements 
made  for  their  welfare. 


Summary. 

At  present  under  the  coyisideration  of  the  Cotmcil.  Some  pro- 
vision for  isolation  of  infectious  cases. 

Improvements  during  the  year.  Continued  improvements  in 
housing  conditions  as  the  result  of  inspection  under  the  Hous- 
ing Regulations  of  1910;  improved  sanitar}^  condition  of  premises 
generally. 

Improvements  needed.  Provision  for  isolation  of  infectious 
cases.  Better  organisation  of  Public  Health  Department,  and 
increased  assistance  for  M.O.H.  Bye-Laws  as  to  drainage  of 
existing  buildings.  Improved  water  supply  where  available. 
Measures  for  detection  of  tuberculous  milk.

The  farms,  cowsheds,  dairies,  milkshops,  bakehouses,  and 
slaughter-houses  are  regularly  inspected,  and  are  in  good  con- 
dition. The  “Model”  Cowshed  Regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  were  adopted  some  years  ago,  and  are,  as 
far  as  possible,  enforced. 

There  is  no  public  abattoir,  neither  is  one  required,  all  the 
slaughter-houses  being  comparatively  new  and  in  excellent  order. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
in  the  township  of  Hurst,  from  the  1st  January,  1914,  to  the 
31st  December,  1914,  inclusive  were: — Milk  14;  Others  6; 
Total  20.  There  were  no  prosecutions. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage. 


The  whole  of  the  District  is  efhciently  drained  by  means  of 
pipe  sewers,  varying  from  9 inches  to  18  inches  in  diameter,  and 
egg-shaped  brick  sewers,  36  inches  by  24  inches.  These  are 
well  ventilated  by  man-holes  and  lamp-holes,  and  when  necessary 
are  flushed  with  water  from  water-carts.  Owing  to  the  nature  of 
the  ground  the  sewers  have  extremely  good  falls,  and  ultimately 
discharge  into  the  main  sewers  of  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under- 
l;yne.  B}^  them  the  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  Ashton-under- Lyne 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Here  it  is  first  strained  of  large 
particles  by  means  of  metal  strainei's,  and  afterwards  treated 
with  a chemical  precipitant. 

A certain  proportion  is  now  conducted  for  further  treatment 
to  primary  and  secondary  contact  beds,  whilst  the  remainder  is 
dealt  with  by  new  percolating  filters,  of  which  there  are  six. 
Each  filter-bed  contains  969  cubic  yards  of  coke,  and  is  supplied 
with  sewage  by  a rotary  sprinkler  fed  from  sedimentation  tanks. 
The  sludge  taken  from  the  tanks,  (fee.,  is  afterwards  pressed  and 
deposited  on  the  adjoining  land. 
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The  Hurst  Urban  District  Council  contributes  £2  per  closet 
towards  the  conversion  of  privies  and  pail  closets  to  the  water 
carriage  system. 

House  Drainage, 

Every  house  is  drained,  generally  by  means  of  a yard-drain, 
and  all  house-drains  are  disconnected  from  the  sewers  by  syphon 
traps. 

Pollution  of  Rivers  and  Streams, 

No  sewage  finds  its  way  into  the  streams,  and  all  effluent 
from  mills,  workshops,  &c.,  is  directed  into  the  sewers.

Nuisances— Proceedings  for  their  abatement. 

No  nuisances  reported  upon  remained  unattended  to  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

There  are  no  houses  let  in  lodgings,  and  only  in  one  building 
is  an  offensive  trade  carried  on,  viz.,  that  of  tripe-boiling.  The 
premises  are  in  excellent  condition,  and  are  kept  scrupulously 
clean, 

Sohoois. 

The  water  supply  at  all  the  public  elementary  schools  is  good, 
and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  sanitary  conditions,  with  the 
one  exception  of  the  closet  accommodation  at  Hurst  British 
Schools,  although  this  has  been  much  improved  during  the  year. 

The  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Council. 

Shortly  after  the  War  commenced  troops  were  billeted  in 
St  John’s  and  Hurst  Undenominational  Schools.  Before  the 
return  of  the  scholars  the  schools  were  disinfected  by  fumigation 
and  thoroughly  cleansed. 
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infectious  Diseases. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  caused  by  the  principal  Zymotic 
Diseases  was  13,  equalling  an  annual  rate  of  1’6,  and  representing 
9*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  annexed  Table  shows  the  diseases  to  which  these  deaths 
were  attributed,  and  the  months  in  which  they  occurred.

Smati-pox. 

Ample  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  Small-pox  cases  is 
provided  at  the  Small-pox  Hospital  belonging  to  the  Ashton- 
under- Lyne  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board,  to  which  bod}^ 
the  Hurst  Urban  District  Council  send  one  representative. 

The  Board  are  the  owners  of  about  40  acres  of  land,  situated 
on  the  westerly  slope  of  Hartshead  Pike,  900  feet  above  the  sea. 
On  this  estate  there  is  a Hospital  Pavilion,  with  two  wards  and 
the  usual  offices.  There  are,  also,  a nurse’s  home  and  a caretaker’s 
residence.  In  another  block  of  buildings  are  observation  wards, 
a disinfecting  room  furnished  with  a Thresh  Disinfector,  a 
dispensary,  laundry,  and  wash-houses  At  a distance  well- 
removed  from  all  these  is  the  mortuary. 
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The  refuse  is  destroyed  daily  at  the  Hospital  by  means  of  an 
incinerator,  and  the  sewage  also  is  treated  on  the  spot.  It  is 
collected  in  a septic  tank,  from  which  it  flows  into  a series  of 
settling  beds,  and  is  afterwards  distributed  on  the  land. 

There  is  a plentiful  supply  of  good  water,  and  a reservoir  has 
just  been  completed  with  a storage  capacity  of  nearly  100,000 
gallons. 

No  cases  of  !Small-pox  were  reported  during  1914. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year  and  four  deaths 
resulted. 

It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  take  any  action  with 
regard  to  the  closure  of  schools. 

Scarlet  Fever, 

Seventy-nine  cases  were  reported ; four  deaths  ensued. 


Whooping  Cough, 

There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

Five  cases ; three  deaths.  One  bacteriological  examination 
was  made,  the  result  being  positive. 


Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever 

was  responsible  for  three  cases  and  no  deaths,  as  against  four  cases 
and  one  death  during  the  year  1913.

In  every  case  the  quality  of  the  water  was  excellent  and  the 
supply  good ; the  milk  did  not  appear  ^o  be  at  fault,  and  there 
were  no  privy  middens  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 

The  Widal  Test  was  applied  in  one  instance  with  a 
positive  result. 

Diarrhcea. 

Only  one  death  resulted  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas, 

Eleven  cases  notified ; no  deaths. 

Puerperal  Fever, 

One  case  notified  ; one  death. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

A large  proportion  of  the  blindness  contracted  in  childhood 
is  due  to  the  neglect  of  proper  precautions  against  tliis  di.sease. 

Two  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  issued  an  order  raakino^ 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  everywhere  notifiable  throughout  England 
and  Wales.  Hitherto  it  has  been  notifiable  only  in  areas  whose 
sanitary  authorities  have  obtained  special  permission  to  include 
it  in  the  schedule  of  notifiable  diseases.  The  order  defines 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  as  a purulent  discharge  from  the  eyes  of 
an  infant  commencing  within  twenty-one  days  of  its  birth. 
Every  case  is  notifiable  by  a medical  man  unless  previously 
notified  by  a certified  midwife  in  attendance.  The  notification 
must  include  precise  information  as  to  the  date  of  the  child’s 
birth  and  of  the  onset  of  the  disease,  and  the  name  and  address 
of  its  parents  or  other  person  having  charge  of  it.  The  order 
came  into  force  on  April  1st. 
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By  resolution  of  the  Council  this  disease  has  been  com- 
pulsorily notifiable  in  the  District  for  some  years. 


Personal  uncleanness  is  a factor  in  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease  and  disease  generally,  to  which  sufficient  importance  has 
not  hitherto  been  attached  in  the  framing  of  Acts  of  Parliament. 
There  are  two  Acts  only  which  contain  provisions  bearing  upon 
the  cleanliness  of  the  person,  viz.  : — 

The  Cleansing  of  Persons  Act,  1897,  and 
The  Children’s  Act,  1908  (Sec.  122). 

By  the  Cleansing  of  Persons  Act  any  Local  Authority  has  the 
power  of  cleansing  persons  and  their  clothing  from  vermin  when 
an  application  is  made  to  them  by  such  persons,  and  they  may 
expend  any  reasonable  sum  on  buildings,  appliances,  &c.,  for  that 
purpose,  but  unfortunately  no  powers  are  given  to  any  person  or 
Authority  for  compelling  such  persons  to  be  cleaned.  No  matter 
how  verminous  a person  may  be,  no  matter  how  great  a nuisance 
and  disgrace  he  may  be,  the  Act  has  no  control  over  him.  It  is 
imperative  that  such  a defect  in  Public  Health  legislation  should 
be  remedied. 

Section  122  of  the  Children’s  Act,  1908,  provides  that  a 
local  Education  Authorit}^  may  direct  their  School  Medical  Officer 
to  examine  children  attending  school,  and  if  the  Medical  Officer 
is  of  opinion  that  the  person  or  clothing  of  any  child  is  infected 
with  vermin,  or  is  in  a foul  or  filthy  condition,  empowers  such 
local  Authority  to  deal  with  the  cleansing  of  such  child,  and  in 
certain  eventualities  imposes  a penalty  on  the  parent  or  guardian. 

This  section  might,  with  benefit  to  the  child  and  the  com- 
munity generally,  be  enforced  more  frequently. 


Great  inconvenience  often  arises  from  the  want  of  accom- 
modation for  infectious  diseases  other  than  Small-pox.

^Pulmonary  Tubercufosis.)

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1908. — Notification  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
by  Poor-Law  Medical  Ofiicer.

The  proportion  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year 
to  each  1,000  births  registered  was  IIG,  as  against  an  average  for 
the  last  10  years  of  153. 

The  total  number  of  these  deaths  was  26,  being  four  less 
than  the  10  years’  average,  and  giving  an  annual  rate  of  3 '2. 

Seven  infants  died  within  the  first  week  of  existence,  and  8 
within  tlie  first  month. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate,  although  showing  a gradual 
decline  in  this  district  and  over  the  country  generally,  is  still  far 
too  high.  So  many  of  these  deaths  are  preventable  that  it  is  a 
standing  disgrace  to  the  community  that  the  number  is  so  great. 

Greater  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  conditions  influencing 
the  susceptibilit}^  of  infants  to  disease.  These  conditions  may 
prevail  : — 

(1)  Before  birth  — acting  through  the  mother, 

(2)  At  birth  — from  want  of  care,  (fee  , or 

(3)  After  birth  — from  insanitary  surroundings,  improper 

feeding,  exposure  to  cold,  tfec. 

The  custom  of  expectant  mothers  continuing  to  work  in  the 
cotton  mills  until  quite  near  the  birth  of  their  offspring  is 
fundamental  1}^  wrong,  as  also  is  the  practice  of  the  nursing  out 
of  children,  the  removal  of  the  child  from  its  own  home  to  that 
of  its  nurse,  necessitating  not  only  its  exposure  to  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  weathers,  but  also  incidentally  artificial  feeding. 

Want  of  cleanliness  generally  plays  a great  part  in 
this  connexion,  and  it  should  be  the  dut}^  of  the  Sanitary 
Authoiity  to  secure  improved  conditions  of  housing,  (fee., 
by  insisting  upon  the  paving  of  yards  and  streets,  the  removal  of 
refuse,  (fee.  etc.,  not  merely  as  routine  work  in  regard  to  sanitation, 
but  also  from  an  educational  standpoint  as  a stimulus  to  the 
better  disposed  among  the  community  to  raise  their  standard  of 
living. 
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The  disgustingly -filthy  so-called  “comforter”  should  be 
abolished. 

The  subject  of  infant  hygiene  has  not  yet  reached  its  proper 
position  in  the  training  of  those  concerned,  neither  has  its 
preventive  aspects  nor  the  teaching  of  home  management  of 
infants  received  the  attention  thev  deserve.

The  major  portion  of  these  are  four-roomed  dwelling-houses 
but  there  are  a fair  number  with  5 or  6 or  more  rooms.  There 
are  2U  with  2 rooms,  and  67  with  3 rooms. 

On  the  basis  of  two  persons  to  1 room  there  was  nine  cases 
of  overcrowding. 

On  the  basis  of  300  cubic  feet  air  space  sleeping  accommoda- 
tion per  person  5 cases  of  overcrowding  were  discovered. 

In  16  cases  repairs  were  badly  required. 
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Sixteen  were  uninhabitable,  and  in  connection  with  8 there 
are  privy  closets  and  wet  ashpits. 

Action  taken  in  these  cases  will  be  found  tabulated  below. 

There  is  no  dearth  of  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
working  classes,  but  the  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  past 
year  are,  although  not  large,  of  a rather  superior  type. 
They  let  at  from  7s.  6d.  to  9s.  per  week,  a rental  which  is  by  no 
means  considered  low  in  the  smaller  districts  of  South-east 
Lancashire. 

The  annual  increase  in  the  population  is  somewhere  about  80, 
and  as  plans  for  36  new  houses  were  passed  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  it  is  apparent  that  building  is  keeping  pace  with  the 
growth  of  the  district  in  other  directions.

The  main  industries  are  those  of  cotton  spinning  and 
manufacturing. 


Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 


There  are  six  mills  and  nineteen  workshops  in  the  District 
All  the  above  are  inspected  every  two  months,  with  occasional 
visits  between ; the  condition  of  same  are  regularly  reported 
upon  to  the  Council.  The  mills  are  all  provided  with  modern 
sanitary  conveniences  suitable  to  both  sexes. 

The  requirements  of  the  Act  are  complied  with  at  both  mills 
and  workshops. 


Farms,  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  iYiiikshops. 


There  are  seven  farms  with  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and 
ten  milkshops  in  the  District.  These  are  visited  every 
two  months,  and  the  conditions  found  reported  upon  to  the 
Council.  Generally  the  farms  are  kept  in  a very  clean  condition. 
The  utmost  endeavour  is  being  made  to  bring  the  farm  premises 
in  the  District  up  to  the  standard  of  the  “ Model  ” Cowshed 
Regulations,  which  the  Council  have  adopted. 
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Siaughter"  Houses. 


There  are  six  slaughter-houses  in  the  District.  These  are  all 
visited  and  thoroughly  inspected  (^very  two  months,  but  in 
addition  to  these  regular  visits,  unexpected  calls  are  frequently 
made;  the  slaughter-houses  are  in  good  condition  and  generally 
are  found  clean  and  satisfactory. 


Bakehouses. 


There  are  twenty  bakehouses  above  the  ground  level  and  one 
below.  The  above  are  visited  every  two  months,  and  occasional 
inspections  made  in  the  intervals  The  condition  in  which  these 
are  found  is  reported  upon  to  the  Council.  They  are  kept  as  a 
rule  very  clean. 

The  underground  bakehouse  is  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of 
1901,  and  is  kept  very  clean. 


House  inspection. 


House  to  house  inspection  is  carried  out  regularly  throughout 
the  year,  and  a record  is  kept.  Reports  are  made  monthly  to 
the  Council  of  any  overcrowding,  uncleanliness  or  other  defects. 
Five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found,  and  three  cases  where 
houses  required  cleaning.  Notices  were  served  to  abate  the 
nuisances,  and  these  have  been  complied  with. 

Ver}^  satisfactory  results  are  obtained  by  regular  system 
of  house  inspection,  houses  are  kept  cleaner  and  overcrowding 
is  checked.  In  cases  where  nuisances  have  existed  there  has 
been  very  little  difficulty  experienced  in  getting  the  same 
remedied.  During  the  year  there  has  been  1,766  houses  visited 
and  inspected. 
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Smoke  Nuisanoe. 


Smoke  observations  have  been  taken  I'ogularly  each  month 
during  the  year  at  the  mills  and  workshops,  and  in  cases  where 
smoke  of  an  objectionable  character  has  been  emitted  the  owner’s 
attention  has  been  called  to  the  matter.  A record  of  the 
observances  is  kept  for  reference,  and  reports  of  same  are  made  to 
the  Council  monthly.  It  is  found  that  regular  attention  to  above 
has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  emission  of  offensive  smoke  from  the 
mills  and  workshop  chimneys.  Noteably  a good  improvement 
has  been  made  at  the  Stamford  Commercial  during  the  year 
by  substituting  increased  Boiler  Power  and  Patent  Stokers  of 
a modern  type.  The  following  is  a list  of  the  observances  for
